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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton: 

I  herewith  present  my  iseventh  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  total  enrollment  for  1939-1940  was  24,  the 
average  membership  was  21 .  48 ;  the  percent  of  attend- 
ance, 94.7%,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  tardiness,  46. 
The  percent  of  attendance  was  better  than  that  for 
the  previousi  year.  There  were  four  pupils  attending 
high  school  at  Woodsville  and  four  at  Bath.  There 
were  two  elementary  pupils  at  Glencliff  and  two  at 
East  Haverhill. 

This  year  the  enrollment  to  date  is  15  which  is 
much  smaller  than  for  the  past  few  years.  There  are 
four  pupils  attending  high  schools  and  five  pupils  at- 
tending elementary  schools  outside  the  district. 

Miss  Kathryn  Driscoll  of  North  Woodstock  re- 
placed Mrs.  Louise  Ro&s  as  your  teacher  this  year. 
Miss  Driscoll  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  Col- 
lege and  has  had  several  years  of  experience  in  the 
schools  of  Pittsburgh,  N.  H. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  building  has  been 
greatly  improved  in  appearance  by  painting  it  both  in- 
side and  outside.  The  School  Board  purchased  a 
second-hand  jacketed  heater  at  a  very  reasonable  price. 
This  heater  should  be  much  more  efficient  than  the  old 
stove  which  it  replaced. 

The  School  Board  is  asking  for  an  appropriation 
this  year  of  $900,  which  is  $600  less  than  that  of  the 
previous   year.      This   has   been  made  possible   by  a 
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larger  estimated  balance,  more  state  aid,  and  by  a  re- 
duction in  the  cost  of  high  school  tuition.
